Answering an inquiry of ours relative.
to thase fish Master Fish Warden Van
Dusen, of Oregon, writes us aa follows:
. "'The prinelpal shad fishing done
here Is during the months of May and
June. The canners and packers: to
whom I have spoken relative to the
matter aré very anxlous to encouruge
and asslst any one who might be dis-
pused to come here {o make use of the
product. They say that there s no
fimit to the supply. The only thing
that has bothered them hag been the
finding of & market. The fish run from
four to efght pounds. I don't know
how they compare with the eastern
fish and think this could only be da-
termined by one who was famillar
With both the éastern and western shad
I shall be glad to do all that I can to
pssist vou in Interesting some of the
enstern firms In this fish,'

“There s no reason wwhy the Colum-
bia river shad fishery should not de-
velop into an important industry, The
fish are there and it only remalns for
a market to be found to take the pro-
duet.”

Croga Timmons today confirmed the
report that at his Bandon cannery the
past season he packed 9,000 cases of
salmon, He states thal his experlence
has shown him that every sixth year
the run of salmon has bgen at ledst
o' third morg than those of the fiye
yvears preceding, and thls year he felt
go confident that thers would be no
exception to the rule, that he provided
himseld with the material necessary
for & pack one-third larger. He Wus
not disappacinted, every can that he
had being filled, Packing operations
were suspended on the 8 of November,

A single track is used, on which rall-
way vars arecoused to travel,

Two card go head-on for eaoh other,
at a speed of 26 miles an hour, They
approach within the danger limit, and
suddenly the car having the right-of-
way runs over the other and lands op
the track again, where it continues in
safety until It reaches lte deatination,
The under ¢ar has proceeded as if noth-
